Earth, was denounc'd to be from the Time of 


the over-ſpreading of Abominations by the Ro- 
man Armies laying Siege to Jeruſalem, to the 
Conſummation of the preſent Chriſtian States 
and Kingdoms. Dan. ix. ult. & xii. 7, 


Nay, to go as far back as even to the great 
Prophet and Law-giver Moſes, the preſent Days, 
and preſent State and Temper, and Diſperſion 
of the Jews, are molt lively foretold, denounc'd, 


and deſcrib'd. 


And it ſhall come to. paſs, that, as the 
© Lord rejoic'd over you to do you good, and 
sto multiply you; ſo will the Lord rejoice over 
% you to deſtroy you, and to bring you to 


Nought: And ye ſhall be pluck'd from off 


* the Land whither thou goeſt to poſſeſs it. 
* And the Lord ſhall ſcatter them among all 
“ People from the one End of the Earth even 
ce unto the other. And, among theſe Nations 
© ſhalt thou find no Eaſe, neither ſhall the Sole 
* of thy Foot have Reſt.” That is, Thou 
ſhalt in no Country obtain any fixt Settlement, 
or Incorporation; but God ſhall blaſt and bring 
to Nought all Attempts tending, to give thee 
Reſt and Settlements contrary to, and in Con- 
tempt of his Word and Decree of perpetual 
Exile, pronounc'd againſt thee ; ſp that, in e- 
very Place (where thou ſhalt have a precarious

Thirdly, They were to be caſt off 0 8 God, 
and forſaken of all Men, | 


Under all their former Ciptirities, as under 
that at Babylon for 70 Years, with the ſeveral 
leſſer Diſperſions of them following thereupon, 
God often would, and, did interpoſe in their Fa- 
vour, and rais'd them Prophets, and Protectors 
alſo among the Gentiles under whom they 
dwelt, to make the Yoke of their Captivity ea 
ly; and, in due Time, to reſtore them to their 
own Land. But fince their Diſperſion for put- 
ting to Death the Lord of Life, for now near 
1700 Years, God has viſibly given them up to 
Puniſhment and Vengeance only and altoge- 
ther. And, 


Firf, Of their Rejection from God, it was 
to be as the Lord told them ſo long before by 
the Prophet Iſaiah. Ye are They that forſake 
the Lord, and forget my Holy Mountain (the 
Mountain of the Church in Earth, and Heaven) 
that prepare a Table for that Tr roop, and pour 
out a Drink-Offering to that Number ; mean- 
ing, the Troop and Number of their Idols, 
(and their own Traditions, to which they have 
fince given themſelves, are, for the Matter of 
vacating the Law and Word of God, as bad as 
D Idols.) Therefore, ſays he, „I will

Jews ; but, furely, it ſhould be no hard Mat- 
ter to make them abundantly fatisfy Chriſtians, 
dee 1/at. Ixv. 11, &c. 


With the ſame Rejection did the Lord threa- 
ten that-abandon'd Race by the Prophet Hoſea. 
The Children of ael ſhall abide many Days 
without a King, and without a Prince, and with- 
out a Sacrifice, and without an Image, and with- 
out an Ephod, and without Seraphim. That

IT lt is now with them preciſely as Moſes like- 
viſe foretold. Deut. xxviii. 37,—* Thou ſhalt 

* become an Aſtoniſhment, a Proverb, and a 
IF By-Word among all Nations whither the Lord 
* ſhall lead you.“ I hope no falſe Charity has 
et ſo far got the ſtart of the true Faith of God 
ind His Word once receiv'd among us, as to 
| make

make us an Exception in Sentiment, and Conduct 
from all other N ations, in this Behalf; leſt, in 
eſpouſing the Nation whom God abhors, we be 
found to reſiſt the Decrees of the Almighty, and 
to fight againſt God. The Jews are ſentenc'd: 
and decreed of God to be Captives among all 
Nations, and Vagabonds like Cain, and fo never 
to have a Right of Territory, an Home, or Ha- 
bitation, by Incorporation, Naturalization, &c. 
in any: And ſhall we think? Vea, and be the 
firſt People upon Earth that has yet thought, to 
reverſe it? Confer. Deut. xxviii. 2 25. Jer.s xv. 4 
and xxiv. 9. 


Fourthly, I come to conſider the Lakai of 
their Sins and Puniſhments from our Lord's 
Aſcenſion till now. Of which mann. „r 
an ample Account. 


And in the firſt Place Euſebius, in the band 
Book and ſixth Chapter of his Eccleſiaſtical 
Hiſtory, remarks from the Things and Tran- 
ſactions recorded by their Countrymen Philo 
and Joſephus, that, from the Time of their ſa- 
crilegious Acts of Violence done to our Lord, 
there was no End nor Meaſure of their ſediti- 
ous Outrages againſt the Roman Government, 
nor of their Vexations and Puniſhments for the 


ſame, to their final Deſtruction by Veſpaſian. 
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The Jewiſb War, the Account of which (to 
this Day) is. enough to make both the Ears of 


every 


_ (us) 
& every One that heareth' it to tingle, was kindled 
in up at the firſt by the mutual Outrages of the 
de Ju and their Governors one againſt another; 
1d and was then increas' d. by the diabolic Fury of 
d their Zealots and Aſſaſſins among themſelves; 
and, at length, was finiſh'd with the Siege and 
Slaughter by the Roman Armies. Veſpaſian at 
his firſt Onſet flew of them 100000 in Galilee. 
After which, during the Siege, they were grown 
ſo abandon'd and abominable, that, as their ſaid 
Hiſtorian Joſephus confeſſes, if the Romans had 
not been ſent to deſtroy them, they muſt have 
been ſwallow'd up by an Earthquake, or have 
periſh'd, as the old World did, by a Deluge of 
Waters, or have been-conſum'd by Brimſtone 
and Fire from the Lord out of Heaven, as Sodom 
or Gomorrab were. In the Siege and at the ta- 
king of the City, there periſh'd of them, partly 
by the Famine that rag'd at the Time, partly 
ad by their own and their Enemies Swords, and 
at partly by Executions on Croſſes, (God ſo re- 


n- quiting them as they had done to our Lord) 
1% 11000000! Perſons. Beſides all which, near 
a- BE 100000 more were, like Beaſts of the loweſt 
-d, Hand leaſt Value, Sold into Slavery among all 


Nations. To this abje& Servitude were they 
reduc d, who boaſted, and do boaſt, that they 
are free-born ; as if they were the only Freemen, 
and all the reſt of the World, Slaves. 


After the Deſtruction of their City and Tem- 
ple, the Jews all over the Roman Empire, for a 
et- more remarkable Badge of their extream 

ſpiritual

ſpiritual Servility, were bound to pay the half 

_ Shekel PRO CC IS to pay 
pan”. to the Temple at Jeruſalem, to the 
Heathen Capitol at Rome. And fince that, they 
have never ccas'd to be treated as Slaves, or Tri- 
butaries, or Criminals, among all Nations where 
they have been, according to the above-recited 
Prophecy of Daniel, and Denunciation of our 
Lord Himſelf ; but have been, and are to be 
Vagabonds in all the World, and an Abomina- 
ting to all People, being never hitherto incor- 
ported in Privileges with any; but their very 
ame being Jedhar'd, by Emperors in their 
Laws, and by Hiſtorians in their Narratives, to 
fiink in a Figure, as their Perſons are even faid 
to do, literally. Beſides all which, from the 
Deſtruction of their ſaid City, to the Time of 

| Jerom, which was about 400 Years after Chriſt, 
| 135 they us'd to keep a yearly Day of Lamentation 
| for the ſame; for the very Liberty of which, 
they us'd to pay a Fee to the Soldiers of the 
Provinces where they were. They who had, 
with Money, purchaſed the Blood of our Lord, 
were forc'd, with Money, to purchaſe Licence 
to lament their own Puniſhments for the ſame. 


Again, in leſs than 50 Years after the De 
ſtruction of their City, they rebell'd againſt the 
Romans; of whom, and of the Greeks, the 
butcher'd near half a Million. Some of who 
they, like Cannibals, devour d: Of ſome, the

About thirteen Years after this, in the Time 
of Adrian, they rebell'd again, to the no ſmall 
Terror and [Diſturbance of the whole Roman 
Empire. Their Leader in this War was one 
Barchochehas, which ſignifies the Sen of a Star. 
He pretending to be their Meſfiab Propheſied of 
by Balaam under the Title of the Star that was 
to ariſe aut of Jacob. At this Time, beſides 
Romgns, they put to Death vaſt Numbers of 
0 Chriſtians, for. not ne n an the 
. , 


| This War was at length finiſh 4 by 3 
with the Deſtruction of almoſt all Paleſtine. 
And, on this Occaſion, the Fews were forbid 
under the ſevereſt Penalties, to ſet Foot on their 
Native Territory, or even ſo much as to look at 
the City of Jeruſalem from any Eminence. This 
Prohibition alſo continued till the Time of Je- 
rom. And in the whole War near 600000 Jews 
are {aid to have periſh' d. 


In Conftantine s Time fo rais'd new Trou- 
bles, apd were © again ſuppreſs' dwith great Slaugh- 
C ter;

ter; and, on this Occaſion, had more and more 


ſevere Laws and Edicts publiſh'd againſt them; 
as that, for ſtoning thoſe of their People that 
converted to Chriſt, and for burning the Croſs, 
the Enſign in which the Chriſtians Glory, the 
thould be burnt themſelves.

Chriſtians that turn'd Jeus were to be put to 
Death. In ſhort, 


The Writers of all Ages, from the Primitive 
Juin Martyr downwards, have born Witneſs 
of the cruel and implacable Malice the Jews 
Have ever born againſt Chriſtians ; as by ſolemn- 
ly curſing them every Day in their Synagogues, 
by raiſing Perſecutions wherever they could in 


all Times ee them, by ſtealing, and tortur- 


ing, and oftentimes crucifying Chriſtian Chil- 
dren; never profeſſing to keep any Terms of 
Civility, Truth, or Honeſty with Chriſtians ; 

but always doing them all the Miſchief in their 
Power, and murdering them by all the Tortures 
they could deviſe, by Thouſands, For which, 


and other bad Tricks and Projects relating to 


Matters of Policy, and. State, they have been ex- 
pell'd at Times out of almoſt all Chriſtian Coun- 
tries: As from Spain, Portugal, France, Ger- 
any, and even our England; and within a few 
Years paſt were threaten'd with the like by the 
two Empreſſes of Germany and Rufjia ; - nay, I 
think, are actually baniſh'd from the Doeninjons 
of the Inter, at this very TRE.

Wben our Lord, ſent out his Diſciples -i in the 
Land of Iſrael, during his own Converſe here 
on Earth, for a Kind of Prelude to his ſend- 
ing them out, after his Aſcenſion, to the Jews 
and all Nations upon Earth; the great Rule for 
their Conduct towards thoſe. to whom they 
ſhould offer the Preaching of the Word of Life, 
was — When ye come into an Houle, ſalute 
« it; and if the Houſe be worthy let your Peace 
come upon it; but if it be not worthy, let 
e your Peace return to you. And whoſoever 
* ſhall not receive you, nor hear your Words; 
« when ye depart out of that Houſe or City, 

* ſhake off the Duſt of your Feet: A Token 


of their abſolute and moſt opprobrious Rejection 


from God, and from his Church and People; 
and of their being given over to Death and De- 
ſolation to the utmoſt. © Verily, adds our Lord, 
< it ſhall be more tolerable for the Land of Sa- 
dom and Gomorrah in the Day of Judgment, 
than for that City. Matt. x. 11. &c. 


Accordingly, therefore, after the Jews had

Exigencies may require. As bad Things they 
have done of their own infernal Mations, and 
may well be ſuppos'd capable of doing the ſame 


again at the Inſtigation of others added over 
and above to thoſe Motions. 


Such is the State of the Jews. Thus ſtand 
the Decrees of the Omnipotent againſt them. 
Theſe ought to be the Sentiments, and this 
the Conduct of all good Chriſtians toward 
them. They blaſpheme that Holy Name by 
which we are called, and curſe us, and would 
at any Time deſtroy us Root and Branch, if 
they could. And Their Naturalization would 
give them Means and Opportunities, beyond all 
that I have yet ſaid; and indeed, beyond all 
that any Man can think or imagine, to effect 
this. So that we can have no Communion or 
Fellowſhip at all with Them, any farther than 
to allow them a quiet Being, for common 
Trade and Merchandize, among us. Beyond 
which, all Friendſhip with, and Charity to 
Them, is to join with them in Enmity againſt 
our own Redeemer; and ſo make ourlſclves 
Foes to our own Religion, Peace, and Salva- 
tion. And, therefore, if the Attempt now faid 
to be on Foot, to incorporate them in Rights 
and Privileges with our natural-born Engliſhmen, 
ſhould take Place, I muſt look upon our own
